Th e rocket’s up p er two stages will h e loader! with water. Two 
minutes and 55 seconds after liftoff, wh en th e Saturn h as reach ed its 
ap ex and p erformance tests h av e been comp leted, th e rocket will be 
blown ap art, sp ewing th e water into th e biosp h ere. 
NASA said th is sh ould form an ice cloud about fiv e miles across. 
Scientists w’ill observ e and p h otograp h th e cloud, seeking more informa­ 
tion on th e atmosp h eric p rocesses th at lead to electrification. Similar 
ex p eriments were conducted at lower altitudes on th e earlier tests. 
All told, th ere are 1ft tests of th is model, th e Saturn Cl, on NASA’s 
sch edule. By late 1964 or early 1965, th e agency said, th e big booster 
sh ould be ready to send th e th ree-man Ap ollo sp acecraft into earth 
orbit for High ts of up to two weeks.

Lack o f Salesmanship 


I f s much too early to compile a list of “ top ten" stories of the 
y ear, as newsm en do annually . But barring an arm ed clash between 
E ast and West before Hee. 31, the Cuban crisis will be far and away 
the num ber one choice. 
What the runner-ups will be is a m atter of opinion. Historians, 
how ever, looking back on 1962 from a m ore distant vantage point, 
m ay well reckon one story only slightly behind Cuba in Its long-range 
im portance. 


This Is the passage of the T rade Expansion Act. designed to give 
the P resident sweeping tariff-slashing powers to m eet the challenge of 
the E uropean Common M arket. 
In return for tariffs cut on E urom art exports to us. it is expected 
that reciprocal cuts on I .S.-m ade goods will enable this country to in­ 
crease. or at least m aintain, its share of burgeoning European con­ 
sum ption. 


But the trade act is not a solution to any problem raised by the 
-"nnninir unification of Europe, nor it is a guarantee of prosperity to 
A m erican producers (who now send one-third of all exports to Europe). 
It is m erely a too!, a m eans of giving A m ericans the possibility of 
bargaining within E urope on an equal footing with m arket m em bers 
them selves. The fundam ental laws of good business still hold. He who 
produces the best goods m ost efficiently , and m arkets m ost aggres­ 
sively . will sell the most. 


It m ay be that it is in the m arketing aspect that A m ericans are 
deficient. That, at least, is the opinion of one businessm an after a visit 
to E urope and the Middle F ast. 
Randall M. Ruhlm an. sice president of the Cleveland C ham ber of 
C om m erce, believes alm ost any A m erican product can be sold abroad. 
The reasons why som e products are not being sold, or are not selling 
as well as they could. Is that A m ericans are not salesm en. They are 
considefed o rder tak ers, with “ a m ore or less general reputation for 
not being sufficiently interested even to answ er letters of inquiry ." 
A ccording to R uhlm an, price is not the determ ining factor. This 
goes counter to the perennial argum ent that A m erican goods are at 
a disadvantage because of lower labor and production costs in foreign 
countries. 


World W ar l l shook A m erica out of its political isolationism . But 
lf this inform ed observer is correct it would seem that som e elem ents 
of A m erican business are still slum bering in a state of economic 
Isolation. 
The alarm clock is ringing.

Q—A few 
m onths ago I had 
a 
hy sterectom y 
because 
of 
cancer. 
About three day s after the operation, 
while still in the hospital, I was 
aw akened during the night by a feel­ 
ing of dizziness and thought I was 
going to die. The doctor say s I had a 
reaction from the medicine he gave 
m e but he didn’t say what it was. 
Could this have been dangerous? Do 
y ou think I should find out the nam e 
of the m edicine so I can w arn any 
doctor who treats m e in the future 
not to use it? 


A—Some drug reactions are severe 
and potentially dangerous. I cannot 
tell how dangerous the reaction y ou 
had was, but it would certainly be 
wise to learn the nam e of the drug. 
; Few doctors would be so foolish as 
not to heed the w arning that a drug 
j had caused a severe reacuon in the 
past. 


Q—For the past three y ears I have 
been troubled with continuous gas 
pains and swelling in my abdomen. 
I had X -ray s taken and the doctors 
found every thing norm al but I still 
get the pains and swelling. My doc­ 
tor say s I swallow a lot of air and 
that I should relax. I am 32 and the 
m other of four children. I am very 
self-conscious about the size of my 
stom ach. What can I do to get relief? 


A—A certain am ount of air enters 
the stom ach when y ou eat. When a 
sufficient 
am ount 
accum ulates, 
it 
m ay be raised by gentle, alm ost in­ 
voluntary 
belching. 
Unfortunately 
vigorous attem pts at belching result 
in swallowing m ore air than y ou 
bring up and should therefore be 
avoided. 


Some of the air in the stom ach, 
especially when a large am ount is 
present, passes on to the intestines 
w here it becomes m ore distressing. 
An excess of starchy foods in the diet 
will also add to the ferm entation and 
gas production rn the lower digestive 
tract. 


Eating too fast is another cause 
of air swallowing. That is why >our 
doctor advised y ou to relax, espe­ 
cially while eating. Some people 
find that if they eat slowly In pleas­ 
ant surroundings and chew their 
lood well, their bloating disappears. 
If y ou have four children y ou prob­ 
ably do not lead a sedentary life, but 
inactivity is a further cause of bloat­ 
ing rn som e persons. I hardly need 
tell y ou to avoid all kinds of c a r­ 
bonated drinks. Charcoal tablets have 
helped som e people and are worth a 
try . 


Placing a hot w ater bottle or elec­ 
tric pad on y our abdom ent m ay help 
| y ou to get rid of the gas if it is in 
the lower part of the colon, but if it 
is higher the heat m ay only cause the 
gas 
to expand 
and 
add to y our 
m isery . Prevention of bloating by 
proper eating habits 
is 
the only 
satisfactory w ay to get lasting relief.

Freeman said “ the sound and fun 
over the management and use of 
agricultural abundance has too often 
obscured the plight of people, and the 
plight of rural communities Concern 
has centered on commodities—in­ 
stead of communities.”
